Will The Balkans Be Next For Nazis? 


Floods 
Threatening 
In East Areas

The severest April cold wave in 
half a century gripped the east 
and south Saturday night, bringing 
with it sub-freezing temperatures, 
gale winds and spring flood threats. 
While the eastern half of the na­ 
tion shivered from the late-season 
wintry onset that took at least 
seven lives, the Pacific coast swel­ 
tered under temperatures topping 
100 degrees. 
Warnings Are Hoisted 
Storm w arnings were hoisted from 
’Eastport, Me., to Sandy Hook, N. J , 
as a gale moved toward New Eng­ 
land in the wake of cold, snow, rain 
and sleet. 
Brimming rivers spilled over into 
the lowlands in some New England 
communities, but New Hampshire 
Meteorologist A. D. Boss said the 
sudden freeze had averted serious 
floods, 
Lawrence. Mass., mills began re­ 
moving stock from their lower floors 
as the Merrimack River moved 
toward flood stage. The Connecticut 
River also was expected to cover 
some Hartford streets when it reach­ 
es its crest Monday. 
The North Atlantic states, includ­ 
ing New York, were partly snow- 
blanketed, and ice sheets closed 
some road* and made many others 
hazardous. A low of*16 degrees was 
registered at Buffalo. 
Texas Crops Hit 
Great damage by the cold was 
wrought in the south to truck and 
fruit crops. The temperature fell 
below freezing along the Louisiana 
coast. It dropped to a record low 
of 27 at Knoxville, 29 at Montgom­ 
ery, 25 at Gainesville, Ga., and 35 
at Jacksonville. 
Meanwhile balmy weather was 
promised Texans for Sunday after 
a two-day cold spell nipped fruit, 
• com, tomatoes and other crops. Ex­ 
tent of the damage to young cotton 
was undetermined. 
Saturday’s frost which extended 
to the coastal region where lower 
temperatures prevailed than in the 
Panhandle, left widespread damage 
to truck crops.

LONDON— (/P) —Three G erm an 
ships, captured by the British navy 
off^he Norwegian coast w ere taken 
into northern ports Saturday m an­ 
ned by British prize crews. 
The ships w ere all traw lers, the 
393-ton Nordland. the 344-ton Blank- 
enburg and the 247-ton Friesland.

Hurling repeated blows upon the German expeditionary force 
in Norway, Great Britain Saturday night reported that her fleet 
had sunk seven German destroyers in a second daring naval attack 
on Narvik Harbor and assured Norway that the Allies are sending 
her “all help in their power.” 
An Admiralty communique said a British destroyer force, led by the battleship 
Warspite, swept into the German-held Narvik harbor around noon, shattered and sank 
foifr destroyers there and then pursued and sank three more Nazi destroyers in Rhum­ 
bas Fjord, a small inlet behind Narvik town. 
The new engagement at Narvik, where one German and two British destroyers 
were sunk last Wednesday, capped a day marked by British aerial and naval attacks on 
the Germans in Norway, a fresh German advance near Oslo which broke through Nor­ 
wegian defense lines south of the capital, and an unsuccessful German attack on the 
western front. 
Germany challenged the full power of the Allies to break her increasing hold on 
Norway and Denmark, an authorized source in Berlin declaring that “the German 
♦ position in Scandinavia is im pregnable against the m ightiest blows the 
enemy possibly can deliver.** 


As if in answer, British strategists in London broadcast to Norway 
the promise that 
Allied help is coming and coming quickly” and told 
the Norwegians to fell trees and destroy bridges to impede the Ger­ 
man advance.

The British said they were unable to give the German loss in per­ 
sonnel at Narvik, but estim ated that seven destroyers m ust have had 
m ore than 1,000 men aboard. 
The Adm iralty said British losses were 
"very small.” 
Three British destroyers w ere damaged. 
The British communique on the N arvik battle mentioned that a 
field Howitzer which had been mounted ashore was put out of action 
by the destroyer Cossack. 
It was the Cossack which forced her way 
in February into Norwegian w aters and liberated 300 British sailors from 
the Nazi prison ship Altm ark. 


Airdrome Is Bombarded 


In other areas, the British said they had bombed the Stavanger air­ 
drome, damaging a hangar and planes; destroyed a Nazi m unitions 
warehouse at Bergin; bombed three more Germ an supply-transport ships; 
m achine-gunned a Germ an destroyer and m otor torpedo boat, and de­ 
stroyed at least four other Germ an fighting planes. 
The British adm itted the loss of eleven planes since early Friday 
while the Germ ans put the figure at 12. The Nazis put their plane losse* 
at five. 
For Germany, the Nazis claimed that warplanes cruising over th« 
North Sea bombed and sank tw’o British submarines. 
They also said 
a steady stream of Germ an soldiers wras moving across the Skagerrak 
and reaching Oslo in “large num bers" while heavy artillery w ent to 
Trondheim to augm ent the captured Norwegian coast defenses. 


The Germ ans also said their troops in the far north had taken over 
the N arvik railw ay which brings Swedish ore to the p o rt 


Fresh Nazi Fortes Landed 


In Stockholm , refugees from the area south of Oslo reported that 
fresh German expeditionary forces had landed at the head of the Skag­ 
errak and had smashed their way tow ard Oslo through the hastily- 
formed Norwegian defense ring around the capital. 
Oslo has been in German hands since Tuesday, when the invasion 
of Scandinavia began. 
In the western front action, the French high command said a strong 
German attack against the French line near the Luxem bourg frontier 
was repulsed. 
French barbed w ire broke the wave of Nazi infantry­ 
men, whose attack was accompanied by an artillery barrage. 
Europe's low countries, The N etherlands and Belgium .faced a critical 
period fully prepared for any eventuality. 
'The N etherlands put new strategic areas under m artial law and the 
governm ent reiterated its determ ination to m aintain a compleleJv-in- 
dependent policy despite pressure from the belligerents. 
Belgium posted m ilitary guards at all public properties, radio stations, 
m inistries and airdromes. 


Tension Mounts In Rumania 


Tension heightened between Germ any and Rumania over Rum ania’s 
virtual embargo on exports to Germany. 
A t the same time, Bucharest 
heard reports from G erm an sources that the Soviet Russian govern­ 
m ent had handed a note to the Rum anian m inister at Moscow protest­ 
ing against a num ber of incidents on the Rumanian side of the Russi*n- 
Rum anian frotier. 
Rum ania’s cabinet economic council was unable to decide on the 
complete list of products to be banned for export and adjourned until 
next week w ithout lifting an order forbidding the loading of freight 
cars and river barges with products for Germany. The em bargo followed 
a German order prohibiting the export to Rumania of a num ber of 
Germ an articles.

West Will Present 
Proposal Monday 


EDINBURG—The Valley’» proposal 
for $54.000.000 federal flood control 
and gravity irrigation project on 
the Rio Grande faces its first test 
in Washington Monday. 
Oliver C. Aldrich of Edinburg, 
president of the Valley Water Con­ 
servation 
association, 
announced 
Saturday that the House committee 
on foreign affairs i» scheduled to 
begin consideration at that time of 
the proposal by Representativet Mil­ 
ton H. West of Brownsville to erect 
a system of large reservoirs to 
trap and store overflow on the Rio 
Grande, later releasing the waters 
through a large gravity irrigation 
canal to thousands of farm* in this 
section. 
Watts To Capital 
The association has designated 
Emery W. Watts, McAllen bona 
broker and water statistician, to 
represent the Valley before the com­ 
mittee. 
He will leave Sunday by 
plane from Brownsville to be pres­ 
ent at the hearings in the capital. 
Congressman West has told Valley 
leaders he is confident that the 
committee will act quickly on the 
measure and that he is reasonably 
certain a favorable report can be 
obtained. West hopes also to push 
the legisltion through at the pres­ 
ent session of Congress, although 
the possibility of such speed has 
been scouted in some Washington 
circles. 
A 25-page brief including an ex­ 
haustive study of Valley develop­ 
ment has been compiled over a 
period of several weeks by Watts, 
and copies of it have been pro­ 
vided members of the House com­ 
mittee. It will be one of the chief 
arguments to be used by West and. ■ 
associates in arguing for the pro­ 
posed river project 
Groundwork Laid

The admiralty stated: 
“Since the attack upon German 
destroyers in Narvik Wednesday by 
the second destroyer flotilla, this 
flotilla, with reinforcements, has 
been blockading the enemy in Nar­ 
vik Fjord. 
Opposition Not Severe 
"This morning at about noon HMS 
Warspite, accompanied by a strong 
force of destroyers using mine- 
sweeping and other appliances, ad­ 
vanced up the Fjord to attack the 
German destroyers, some of them 
already damaged, who were shelter­ 
ing in the harbor, and also to en­ 
gage any shore batteries which 
might have been erected. 
“According to reports which have 
been received from 'the commander 
in chief, Vice Admiral Whitworth, 
hoisting his flag in the Warspite, 
commanded the attack, which was 
extremely successful. 
“Enemy opposition was not found 
to be remarkably severe. 
"A Add Howitzer which had been 
mounted ashore was put out of ac­ 
tion by the fire of HMS Cossack. 
Four Destroyers Sunk 
"Four German destroyers were 
shattered and sunk In Narvik Bay. 
“Three others fled up Rumbahs 
Fjord, a small inlet eight or nine 
miles long behind Narvik town. 
These also were pursued and 
destroyed. 
“At the moment of issuing this 
communique, the Admiralty is not 
precisely informed as to conditions 
in Narvik town. 
“Parties of men, possibly German 
soldiers, have been seen escaping 
from it over the hills, and further 
details are awaited. 
“This destruction of seven of the 
enemy destroyers was not achieved 
without some loss. 
Three British 
destroyers were damaged in the 
fight, but not seriously, and the 
British loss of life is believed to 
have been very small.

1940 Co-eds Say He 
Is Albert Dekker 


Two Big-Heads 
Run The War 


Big-Head Churchil! 
Big-Head Goertng

“ Big-head” of course is literal, for both Winston 
Churchill and Hermann Goering had to be brainy to 
get where they are— virtually in charge of the w ar as 
England’s and Germany’s No. 2 men. 
Field M a rs h a l Goering, who commands the Nazi air force and 
the German economic front is the fatter—down to 230 pounds now. 
First Lord of the Admiralty Churchill, who directs the British navy 
and has just been given supervision over the army and air force 
too, weighs about 200. 
Both know war at first hand. 
Churchill, an honor graduate of England’s West Point, fought 
for Spain in Cuba and for Britain in India, Egypt and South Africa 
before 1914. During the World War he was admiralty chief through 
1915, then commanded a regiment in France, re-entered the cab­ 
inet in 1917 as munitions minister and became, finally, secretary of 
war. 
Later, he served as air minister. 
Goring, a World War avi­ 
ator, was credited with shooting down 36 enemy planes. 
He was 
wounded and won. the Iron Cross. 
Each man is his country's most 
bellicose spokesman, though 
Churchill stabs with a rapier while Goering swings a sledge-ham­ 
mer. Churchill calls Hitler “a cornered maniac*' and, as in the World 
War. refers to the Germans as “Huns'* 
Says Goering: “When the 
German air force counterattacks, it will make 
an assault 
such as 
world history never has experienced. 
No land in the world is so 
vulnerable as the British island.** 
Goering writes blunt editorials for his own newspaper. Church­ 
ill, biographer and historian, has been one of England's highest- 
paid journalists. 
Both men are gusty go-getters, excellent administrators • Both 
puff long cigars. Both relax at fine country estates . Goering, rosy-

Dennia Healy, 
who had named Emecke as one of 
the ringleaders in the alleged plot, 
fainted on the witness stand ifter 
three days of cross-extimination. 
Note Is Found 
The superintendent of the apart­ 
ment building found Emecke’s body 
on a routine visit to the basement. 
A note lay nearby, but detectives 
withheld the contents. 
As soon as he heard Emecke’s 
body had been found the defendant's 
attorney, Leo Healy, said he was 
"afraid something like that would 
happen,” because Emecke had act­ 
ed like a man in despair when he 
last talked to him..

Snap Bean Movement

McALLEN—Excessive rains were 
received in the Lower Rio Grande 
Valley during 
the 
last 
half of 
March, but losses to a few crops 
are unimportant compared with the 
general improvement, the United 
States department of agriculture re­ 
ported in a bulletin received here 
Saturday. 
The snap bean crop in the Valley 
A and elsewhere in Texas is late, the 
bulletin said. 
A few beans _ were 
picked the first week in April.Jmt 
picking is now becoming aei*ve 
The plants are small and the ^rst 
picking were only of a fair quality. 
I^ate March rains will result in 
improvement in subsequent pick­ 
ings. 
Spud Shipments Late 
The Valley began potato ship­ 
ments the first week in April, or 
about uiree weeks later than usual, 
f t The rains were beneficial and yields 
are expected to be fairly good 
Crops in the latter areas are in good 
condition, but in the extreme no #n- 
eastern part of the state plantings 
are just coming up. Moisture sup­ 
plies are good in the areas outside 
of the Valley and harvest should 
start early in June. 
Good rains greatly improved the 
tomato outlook in the Valley. The 
harvest, however, will be delayed 
until about mid-May... The Falfur- 
£ rias section has practically no to­ 
matoes this year. Around Yoakum 
transplanting to the fields did not 
get started until late March. 
In 
East Texas, 
plants 
are in cold 
frames, except in a few instances 
where they are still in the hot­ 
beds. 
Onion Acreage Drops 
The onion acreage at Raymond- 
ville took a sharp drop from 12.800 
acres in 1939 to 625 this year. The 
acreage is limited to a small area 
f t where partial irrigation was avail- 
ble later in the season. 
This area 
received several inches of rain the 
last half of March which will de­ 
lay harvest until around April 10. 
Most of the early movement is ex­ 
pected to be by truck and carlot 
shipments will not be important at 
any time.

—the forgotten class of 1940! If 
elected, I will take 'the govern­ 
ment’s heel off your neck. 
I will 
stop spending your money reck­ 
lessly. 
I will prevent government 
competition with you and your 
boss!” 
I fervently pray that such a can­ 
didate will aoon appear. 
For ten 
years, we have tried every experi­ 
ment under the sun except giving 
the Middle Class a break! L ets try 
that experiment for the next four 
years! 
I believe whole-heartedly in the 
American system. But I know that 
It has faults, 
Wealth has not al­ 
ways done the best job it could. 
Worldly goods are not evenly dis­ 
tributed as they should be. 
The 
methods by which a few of our big 
fortunes were created, unfortunate­ 
ly have been wrong. Many ‘'capital­ 
ists” have misused their wealth, 
dodged their taxes, and shown dis­ 
regard 
for 
public 
and 
private 
rights. 
Certain corporations have 
failed in their responsibilities. For 
such I have neither sympathy nor 
excuse. But this is no reason why 
the innocent should suffer with the 
guilty. 
Rich Will Get Along 
I do not worry about America’s 
“sixty families”—or the rich in gen­ 
eral for that matter. They are not 
the real capitalists of the United 
States anyway. Under most condi­ 
tions, the really rich will always be 
able to care for themselves. Those 
who I worry about are the great 
Middle Class. They are the men and 
women who support and maintain 
our nation,* who own farms and till 
the soil: who become employers 
after years of struggle: who save 
their earnings, pay their tax.es, sup­ 
port their churches; and send their 
children to school. 
Add to the above those who work 
in factories, nurse in hospitals, la­ 
bor on railroads, and who, on Sat­ 
urday night, deposit their money in 
savings banks and buy stocks in 
building 
and 
loan 
associations. 
■Hiese art the men and women for 
whom I have concern! 
In their 
initiative and stability, the back­ 
bone of our economic system is to 
be found. Having a stake in Amer­ 
ica, they have good reason to pre­ 
serve 
the 
nation. 
They 
wish, 
naturally, to maintain an economic 
system whe-eby thrift, industry, and 
right living will be rewarded. They 
sure the truly forgotten men and 
women of America today. 
Middle Class Totee The Losd 
In all the attempts made to solve 
America’s problems in the last de­ 
cade, no one has spoken for these 
men and women of the Middle Class. 
Yet, this group must solve the prob­ 
lem if it is ever to be solved at all. 
Labor has its lobbies. So has "Big 
Business.'* 
So have the theorists. 
WPA-ers, and other spenders. The 
law gives the Middle Class no pro­ 
tection against labor. Yet, the mid­ 
dle-class citizen must pay for the 
cost of all our present waste and 
experimenting. 
And, 
while 
that 
citixen sweats and toils in an effort 
to pay the bill, the racketeer and 
spendthrift will crack the whip. Ma 
chine-ridden cities, the states, and 
the federal government itself issue 
millions of bonds with which to 
bribe the "have-nots” and to make 
beggars of persona who once had 
self-respect. 
Who must meet the Interest on 
the debt and pay off the principal of 
these tremendous bond issues? Not 
the rich; their securities are mostly 
tax-exem pt Not the theorists. Un­ 
able to support themselves, they 
live upon the gratuity of an en­ 
dowed college O'If1 MM1M other well- 
intentioned organization. 
Not the 
propagandists of foreign nations. 
They have their support from Len­ 
ingrad and Berlin. 
There is one 
group, however, who is always on 
the job when it comes to paying the 
bills for all this tomfoolery. 
It is 
the Middle Class, upon whose be­ 
half some 1940 candidates should 
base his campaign. 
America ' At The Crossroads 
When this candidate appears, I 
want to hear him say: "I represent 
the men and women who made 
America: we who, constantly, have 
had a sense of responsibility to the 
state and government in which we 
live; we who have asked for little 
and .given much as we work and 
struggle for a livelihood. We now 
declare that we will no longer ' ol­ 
era te conditions that are reducing 
us to poverty and rushing us toward 
national bankruptcy.

Frequent Application 
For Fruit Urged 


WESL ACO— Frequent 
(30 day) 
light three-inch irrigations during 
the fruit developing season has 
given 
better results with citrus 
fruits as measured by tree condi­ 
tion and fruit yields than inf re-' 
quent (60-day) heavy six-inch Ir­ 
rigation, according to official! of 
the Valley experiment farm here. 
"The Valley’s citrus industry is 
now old enough to have a real 
problem in decadent orchards,** the 
station officials said in a recent re­ 
port. 
"Much of the trouble is due 
to unwise land utilization but a 
large percentage of the poor tree 
condition in old orchards is un­ 
doubtedly due to faulty orchard 
practice. There is overwhelming evi 
dence 
that 
improper 
practice 
ras 
resulted 
in 
soil 
alkali 
problems that have a profound ef­ 
fect on incidence of nutritional de­ 
ficiency diseases. 
Likewise, the 
neglect of pruning and surgical 
wounds has resulted 
in 
internal 
parasitic diseases that prevent the 
trees 
from 
producing 
profitable 
crops. 
"Soil studies conducted over a 
period of 10 years show that nitro 
gen, crude 
organic 
matter, 
and 
minor elements are important fee 
tors in the rejuvenation of old grape­ 
fruit trees. 
Sulfate of ammonia 
and sorghum, hay are cheap and 
effective sources of the first two 
essentials while the hole or spot 
method of applying acid forming 
materials such as sulfur and sulfur- 
compost appears to be an inexpen­ 
sive way cf releasing the necessary 
minor elements for use by the trees. 
Increasing salinity and rising pH, 
caused by continued irrigation, un­ 
doubtedly hastens the development 
of nutritional disease, more espec­ 
ially in the case of the seedy varie­ 
ties of fruit. Sorghum hay, used as 
a mu*ch during the summer season 
and incorporated with the soil grad­ 
ually during the fall of the year, 
appears to be about one-fifth at 
valuable as 5-15-5 fertilizer in main­ 
taining the productive capacity of 
the soil in a 19-year-old grapefruit 
orchard.”

RAYMONDVILLE — W i l l a c y 
county has only 625 acres of onions 
this season as compared to 12.600 
last spring and a ten-year average of 
1.2,132 acres, according to a govern­ 
ment crop report as of April 1 is­ 
sued this week through the Texas- 
Federal market news service. 
Harvesting from this limited acre­ 
age began in a small way this week 
and had not assumed carlot pro­ 
portions. Many of the early onions 
were expected to go out by truck 
in less than car lots. The indicated 
yield is 32 100-pourd sacks to the 
acre. 
The Laredo section similarly was 
reduced from 2.600 acres in 1939 to 
1.600 acres this spring, the Winter

Bend from 23.400 to 15.000, Eagle 
Pass from 600 to 275 while the Wil­ 
son-Karnes county area showed the 
only increase from 5,250 to 8.000. 
The indicated production of the 
South Texas crop is 41 per cent un­ 
der last year. Onions were in good 
condition with practically no dam­ 
age evident on April 1 from insects. 
The bulletin also reported that the 
snap bean crop in the Valley and 
elsewhere in Texas is late with a 
few beans now being picked. 
Im­ 
provement in quality of later beans 
1 is anticipated. 
Good rains greatly improved the 
tomato outlook in the Valley but 
th# harvest will be delayed until 
about 
mid-May. 
The Falfurrias

Tests Show Better 
Growth In Plants 


COLLEGE STATION — Experi­ 
ments on the treatm ent of cotton 
seed over a period of several years 
throughout the cotton-growing states 
have shown in general that such 
treatment results in better germina­ 
tion and emergence of young plants, 
in fewer diseased seedlings and in 
increases In yield of cotton, ac­ 
cording to A. A. Dur.lap, chief of 
the division on plant pathology 
and physiology of the state experi­ 
ment station. 
The results of early work on cot­ 
ton seed treatments at this station 
were published as Bulletin 531 by 
the Division of Agricultural Engi­ 
neering in 1936. At that time, aver­ 
age increases of from 11 to 65 per 
cent In, the stand of plants and in­ 
creases of from four to 25 per cent 
in yield, with variations among the 
different locations of the tests, were 
obtained with an organic mercury, 
seed-treatment dust. 
More recent 
w'ork in the Division of Plant Path­ 
ology and Physiology has shown 
the same general trend of results 
as cited above. 
Furthermore, since 
1936, additional types and brands 
of materials have become available 
for experimental and commercial 
use. Also, modification of the method 
for measuring the benefits which 
may be derived from seed treat­ 
ment have shown even more strik­ 
ing results than were obtained pre­ 
viously. 
In addition to the two per cent 
organic 
mercury 
dust 
(Ceresan) 
used in the above-mentioned earlier 
work. a five per cent dust (New' Im­ 
proved Ceresan 1 has been used in 
experiments during the past few 
years and has been found preferable 
from the standpoints of effective­ 
ness and cost, of treatment. Another 
organic mercury compound (Sano- 
seedi has been used for one year 
and has shown a slight advantage 
in last plantings.

Of Medicine 
Club Topic 


Speaker Reviews 
History Medicine 


HARLINGEN—One of the most 
informative programs of the club 
year was presented Thursday for 
members of the Study Club at the 
Woman’s Building when speakers 
discussed topics relating to the field 
of medicine. 
Mrs. J. B. Powell, director, re­ 
viewed some of the important rec­ 
ent discoveries in the field of medi­ 
cine. One of the most important 
contributions of the century, she 
said, Is the discovery of sulphanili- 
mide. She told of the new form of 
insulin which not only is helpful in 
the care of some diebetic patients 
but has proved beneficial in treat­ 
ing insanity and epilepsy. 
Zinc sulphate as a cure for in­ 
fantile paralysis, new developments 
in X-ray and radium, particularly 
useful in control of cancer; the elec­ 
tric knife which disinfects as it 
cuts and seals the wound; new 
types of blood banks used for stor­ 
ing blood needed for transfusions; a 
new “heart needle"; a. glass boat 
for treating gangrene and arthritis; 
preservation of mother's milk for 
premature babies; serum exchange 
practiced by big hospitals; and new 
toxoids were some of the important 
achievements 
described 
by 
Mrs. 
Powell. 
A guest speaker was Dr. Vivien 
Am id on who prefaced her remarks 
on socialized medicine by remind­ 
ing her hearers of the 
centuries 
that have gone into the perfection 
of present-day medical methods and 
remedies. “Where are we going?** 
she asked, and then expressed the 
opinion that “we are now between 
the last stage of civilization and 
the first stage of humanitarianism ” 
“In the United States there are 
a million hospital beds for the 
indigent sick,** she said, adding that 
the service given gratuitously by 
doctors is equaled by no other pro- 
fession. 
She stressed the need for educa-1 
tion to prevent illness and disease 
and gave her listeners fascinating 
glimpses of medicine through the ! 
ages beginning with the era of sav -! 
agery. Barbarism contributed the 
use of heat and cold, she said, and 
Egypt made the greatest contribu­ 
tion of many civilizations. For long 
afterwards there was no advance, 
except in superstition and mystic­ 
ism, until the Greek and Roman 
eras followed by the Dark Ages in 
medicine then bleeding as a medical 
practice reached its height. 
With the opening of the age of 
microbe hunters, Dr. Amidon said, 
there began the greatest develop­ 
ment medicine has known. As she 
ended her talk, she spoke briefly 
of social diseases, stressing the need 
for education, enforced legislation, 
and compulsory physical examina­ 
tion.

“Seedsmen claim there is little 
point in using the vitamin on an­ 
nuals, except as a novelty; but all 
agree that the horizon is broad and 
good for its use on perennials. 
It 
should be realized that many flow­ 
ers. as well as trees, are peren­ 
nials. 
“They point out that Vitamin B-l 
is ordinarily 
synthesized 
in the 
leaves and sent down to the roots 
and when lawns are cut and trees 
are trimmed, roots suffer accord­ 
ingly. 
But, if artificial Vitamin 
B-l is supplied the roots will con­ 
tinue to grow and new leaves will 
come out stranger after cutting. 
“Another field that offers inter­ 
esting possibilities is in the nursery 
business, since Vitamin B-l is said 
to be a big help in transplanting. 
By soaking the exposed roots in 
the vitamin solution, seedsmen say 
the nurseries will be able to great­ 
ly reduce losses in transplanting. 
“It is also claimed that by treat­ 
ing roots with this solution the 
necessity for packing roots in large 
Lumps of earth or balling them 
carefully has been eliminated and 
the reduction in weight necessitat­ 
ed in shipping earth as well as 
plants will represent a saving. 
“Vitamin B-l has definite value 
in the culture of plants in forest 
undergrowth, 
which 
like 
partial 
shade, plenty of moisture, and lib­ 
eral amount of humus in the soil. 
When grown under non-forest con­ 
ditions. azaleas require larger doses 
of this m aterial than those which 
normally grow in full sun. 
"A number of house plants are 
favorably affected by dosage with 
Vitamin B-l. 
Afridan violets, ca­ 
mellias. and ferns are among the 
plants which respond to Vitamin 
B-l. 
-________ 


“In poor soils, coarse sands writh 
little organic content and heavy 
clays that have not been broken 
up by addition of humus. Vitamin 
B-I may be an important factor 
However, except in specialized in­ 
stances, it should be supplied by 
adding natural manures and humus 
rather than the crystalline form of 
the material. 
“A common, error is the belief 
that Vitamin B-l is a plant food 
that can be substituted for other 
fertilizers. 
If it is to be of any 
value whatsoever, it must be ac­ 
companied 
by 
the use of more 
rather than, less plant food,. 
The 
chemical is used to stimulate the 
growth of roots so that the plant 
will have more root surface through 
which to absorb plant food. 
“Vitamin B-l does not initiate the 
growth of new roots but merely 
stimulates the growth, of the roots 
already present 
It is of no value 
on seeds or unrooted cuttings since 
there are no roots to stimulate. 
“Because thiamine hydrochloride 
tor Vitamin B-l) is quickly de­ 
stroyed by con tact with a non-acid 
material it is of little or no use in 
alkaline soils. 
Water treated with 
lime impurities makes it ineffective. 
Except in overcoming the shock of 
transplanting it has little effect 
upon plants which normally manu­ 
facture their own Vitamin B-l rap­ 
idly enough. 
Fortunately 'this in­ 
cludes most of the annuals and 
perennials. 
There are about 20 
substances which can be substituted 
for it in normal soil culture. 
“This vitamin cannot make plants 
grow where they are unable to sur­ 
vive normally; It cannot be sub­ 
stituted for sunlight in a city apart­ 
ment for lack of humidity in the 
air. 
“In cases where this solution is 
used it must be watered in thor­ 
oughly after using and, the dosage 
recommended by the manufacturers 
should not be exceeded. 
Vinegar 
makes a good acidifier for the mix­ 
ing water.”

THRIVING OVER the Valley is 
mighty

when mesquite and other native 
growth seems to be in a contest for 
greenness and length of feathery 
leaves. 
But the prettiest sight that's met 
our eyes is the lane of retam a china 
positively full of blossoms 
(last 
Sunday) on the Rice Tract road. 
The retama china or short-leaved 
retama has yellow blossoms very 
like the common retam a «Parkin­ 
son i a Aculeata) but massed on the 
tree they appear lighter in color and 
fluffier. 
With a few sprays of lantana (the 
orange and red) to give accent, re­ 
tam a china blossoms are unusual 
and very attractive. 


TLf OST ABUNDANT growth of re- 
tama china known to us is 
on the Rice Tract, which seems to 
have more native flowering shrubs 
and trees of most species than other 
Valley areas. 
To those unfam iliar with the Rice 
tract, drive from San Benito toward 
Brownsville, turning to1 the right 
onto the 
dirt 
immediately 
after 
crossing the drainage ditch on the 
main highway about a mile from 
San Benito. 
The road bisects the Rice tract 
and connects with the M ilitary Tele­ 
graph Road at a point near La 
Paloma. 
Few persons except landowners 
are aware that there is a natural 
island in the heart of the Rice 
tract, that would be isolated were 
it not for bridges. 
Resacas, which sprawl over the 
entire section, form a continuous 
w ater channel to enclose an area 
of some 40 to 60 acres. 


m H E VALLEY Experiment Station 
at Weslaco has just issued a 
m imeographed bulletin naming and 
describing native trees and plants 
suitable for landscaping. The fore­ 
word. reads: 
“Few 
Valley 
residents 
realize 
how many of our native plants have 
real m erit as landscaping material. 
“The state highway departm ent.3 
through its erosion control and land­ 
scaping division has done much to 
dem onstrate the value of m any of 
our native trees, shrubs, and wild 
flowers.*’

Floods Threatening

The severest April cold wave in 


half a century gripped the east 
and south Saturday night, bringing 
with it sub-freezing temperatures, 
(ale winds and spring flood threats. 


While the eastern half of the na- 


tion shivered from the late-season 
wintry onset that took at least 
seven lives, the Pacific coast swel- 
tered under temperatures topping 
100 degrees. 


Warnings Are Hoisted 


Storm warnings were hoisted from 


Eastport. Me., to Sandy Hook, N. J., 
as a gale moved toward New Eng- 
land in the wake of cold, snow, rain 
and sleet. 


Brimming rivers spilled over into 


the lowlands in some New England 
communities, but New Hampshire 
Meteorologist A. D. Ross said the 
auddcn freeze had averted serious 
floods. 
Lawrence, Mass., mills began re- 


moving stock from their lower floors 
as the Morrimack River moved 
toward flood stage. The Connecticut 
Hiver also was expected to cover 
some Hartford streets when it reach- 
es its crest Monday. 


The North Atlantic states, includ- 


ing New York, were partly snow- 
blanketed, and ice sheets closed 
some roads and made many others 
hazardous. A low of 16 degrees was 
registered at Buffalo. 


Texas Crops Hit 


Great damage by the cold was 


wrought in the south to truck and 
fruit crops. The temperature fell 
below freezing along the Louisiana 
coast. It dropped to a record low 
of 27 at Knoxville, 29 at Montgom- 
ery, 25 at Gainesville, Ga., and 3d 
at Jacksonville. 


Meanwhile balmy weather was 


promised Texans for Sunday after 
a two-day cold spell nipped fruit, 
corn, tomatoes and other crops. Ex- 
tent of the damage to young cotton 
was undetermined. 


Saturday's Irost, which extended

Fresh Nazi Forces Landed

Oslo has been in German hands since Tuesday, when the invasion

Crop Short Over All 


South Texas 


RAYMONDVILLE — W i l l a c y 


county has only 625 acres of onions 
this season as compared to 12,800 
last spring and a ten-year average of 
12,132 acres, according to a govern- 
ment crop report as of April 1 is- 
sued this week through the Texas- 
Federal market news service. 


Harvesting from this limited acre- 


age began in a small way this week 
and had not assumed carlot pro- 
portions. Many of the early onions 
were expected to go out by truck 
in less than car lots. The indicated 
yield is 32 100-pound sacks to the 
acre. 
The Laredo section similarly was 


reduced from 2,600 acres in 1939 to 


L 1.600 acres this spring, the Winter 
•Garden from 3,000 to 2,200, Coastal 
Bend from 23.400 to 15,000. Eagle 
Pass from 600 to 275 while the Wil- 
son-Karnes county area showed the 
only increase from 5,250 to 8,000. 


The indicated production of the 


South Texas crop is 41 per cent un- 
der last year. Onions were in good 
condition with practically no dam- 
age evident on April 1 from insects. 


The bulletin also reported that the 


snap bean crop in the Valley and 
elsewhere in Texas is late with a 
few beans now being picked. Im- 
provement in quality of later beans 
is anticipated. 
Good rains greatly improved the 


tomato outlook in the Valley but 
the harvest will be delayed until 
about mid-May. 
The 
Falfurrias 


section has practically no tomatoes 
this year. Around Yoakum trans- 
planting to the fields did not get 
started until late March. In East 
Texas, no plants are in the cold 
frames except in a few instances 
where they are still in the hotbeds. 


It will be mid-April before South 


Florida really gets started on its 
short crop of tomatoes. Heavy rains

days. 
Jhe United States awarded him 


the Distinguished Service Medal. 


Colonel Sanl fought constantly 


for the underdog, and would have 
given his life for the lipwost of them. 
He had a burning desire to do some- 
thing constructive, and was happi- 
est when working hardest. 


He died In August 
1938, of a 


art ailment at Mercy hospital, 


Brownsville, at the age of 71, and 
was burled in San Antonio. 


He wai a member of the first 


school board of San Benito; presi- 
dent of the Cameron County Tax- 
payers Association; twice elected 
Cameron county sheriff, and held 
other Valley honors.

Informative programs of the club 
ytir was presented Thursday for 
members of the Study Club at the 
Woman's Building when speakers 
diicuued topics relating to the field 
of medicine. 
Mrs. J. B, Powell, director, 're- 


viewed some of the important rec- 
ent discoveries in the field of medi- 
«lne. One of the most important 
contributions of the century, ahe 
Mid, is the discovery of sulphanili- 
mlde. She told of the new form of 
insulin which not only is helpful iri 
the care of some diebetle patients 
but has proved beneficial in treat- 
tea insanity and epilepsy. 


Zinc sulphate as a cure for In- 


fantile paralysis, new developments 
In X-ray and radium, particularly 
useful In control of cancer; the elec- 
tric knife which disinfects as it 
cuts and seals the wound; new 
types of blood banks used for stor- 
ing blood needed for transfusions; a 
new "heart needle"; a glass boat 
for treating gangrene and arthritis; 
preservation of mother's milk .for 
premature babies; serum exchange 
practiced by big hospitals; and new 
toxoids were some of the important 
achievements described by Mrs. 
Powell. 
A Ruest speaker was Dr. Vivien 


Amldon who prefaced her remarks 
on socialized medicine by remind- 
ing her hearers of the 
centuries 


that have Rone into the perfection 
of prescnt-dny medical methods and 
remedies. "Where nre we going?" 
she asked, find then expressed 'the 
opinion that "we are now between 
the last stage of civilization and 
the first stnge of humanitarianism." 


"In the United States there arc

million hospital beds for the 


Indigent sick," she said, adding that 
the service given gratuitously by 
doctors Is equaled by no other pro- 
fession. 
She stressed the need for educa- 


tion to prevent illness and disease 
and gave her listeners fascinating 
glimpses of medicine through the 
ages beginning with the era of sav- 
agery Barbarism contributed the 
use of heat and cold, she said, and 
Egypt made the greatest contribu- 
tion of many civilizations. For long 
afterwards there was no advance, 
except In superstition and mystic- 
ism, until the Greek and Roman 
eras followed by the Dark Ages in 
medicine then bleeding as a medical 
practice reached its height. 


With the opening of the age of 


microbe hunters, Dr. Amldon said, 
there began the greatest develop- 
ment medicine has known. As she

Most grasses, flowers, shrubs, 
hedges, and trees show deficiencies. 


"Seedsmen claim there is little 


point in using the vitamin on an- 
nuals, except as a novelty; but all 
agree that the horizon is broad and 
good for its use on perennials. It 
should be realized that many flow- 
ers, as well as trees, are peren- 
nials. 


"They point out that Vitamin B-l 


is ordinarily synthesized in the 
leaves and sent down to the roots 
and when lawns are cut and trees 
are trimmed, roots suffer accord- 
ingly. 
But, If artificial Vitamin 


B-l is supplied the roots will con- 
tinue to grow and new leaves will 
come out stranger after cutting. 


"Another field that offers inter- 


esting possibilities is In the nursery 
business, lince Vitamin B-l is said 
to be a big help in transplanting. 
By soaking the exposed roots in 
the vitamin solution, seedsmen say 
the nurseries will be able to great- 
ly reduce losses In transplanting. 


"It Is also claimed that,by treat- 


Ing roots with this solution the 
necessity for packing roots in large 
lumps of earth or balling them 
carefully has been eliminated and 
the reduction in weight necessitat- 
ed in shipping earth as well at 
plants will represent a saving. 


Vitamin B-l has definite •value 


In the culture of plants in forest 
undergrowth, which like partial 
shade, plenty of moisture, and lib- 
eral amount of humus in the soil. 
When grown under non-forest con- 
ditions, azaleas require larger doses 
of this material than those which 
normally grow in full sun. 


"A number of house plants are 


favorably affected by dosage with 
Vitamin B-l. 
Afrldan violets, ca- 


mellias, and ferns are among the 
plants which respond to Vitamin 
B-l. 


may be an Important factor. 


However, except in specialized In- 
stance*, it should be supplied by 
adding natural manures and humus 
rather than the crystalline form of 
the material. 


"A common error Is the belief 


that Vitamin B-l is a plant food 
that can be substituted for other 
fertilizers. 
If It is to be of any 


value whatsoever, it must be ac- 
companied by the use of, more 
rather than less plant food. 
The 


chemical is used to stimulate ths 
growth of root* so that the plant 
will have more root surface through 
which to absorb plant food. 


"Vitamin B-l does not initiate the 


growth of new roots but merely 
Stimulates the growth of the roots 
already .present It is of no value 
on seeds or unrooted cuttings since 
there are no roots to stimulate. 
"Because thlamine hydrochloride 


(or Vitamin B-l) is quickly de- 
stroyed by contact with a non-acid 
material it Is of little or no use In 
alkaline soils. Water treated with 
lime impurities makes it ineffective. 
Except in overcoming the shock of 
transplanting it has little effect 
upon plants which normally manu- 
facture their own Vitamin B-l rap- 
idly enough. Fortunately this in- 
eludes most of the annuals and 
perennials. 
There are about 20 


substances which can be substituted 
for It in normal soil culture. 


"This vitamin cannot make plants 


grow where they are unable to sur- 
vive normally; It cannot be sub- 
stituted for sunlight in a city apart- 
ment for lack of humidity in the 


in cases where this solution is 


used it must be watered in thor- 
oughly after using and the dosage 
recommended by the manufacturers 
should not be exceeded. Vinegar 
makes a good acidlfier for the mix- 
ing water,"

positively 
full of blossoms (last 


Sunday) on the Hice Tract road. 
The retama china or short-leaved 


retama has yellow blossoms very 
like the common retama (Parkin- 
sonia Aculeata) but massed on the 
tree they appear lighter in color and 
fluffier. 


With a few sprays of lantana (the 
orange and red) to give accent, re- 
tama china blossoms are unusual 
and very attractive. 


TVTOST ABUNDANT growth of re- 


tama china known to us is 


on the Rice Tract, which seems to 
have more native flowering shrubs 
and trees of most species than other 
Valley areas. 
To those unfamiliar with the Hice 


tract, drive from San Benito toward 
Brownsville, turning to the right 
onto the dirt immediately 
after 


crossing the drainage ditch on the 
main highway about a mile from 
San Benito. 
The road bisects the Rice tract 


and connects with the Military Tele- 
graph Road at a point near La 
Palotna. 
Few persons except landowners 


are aware that there is a natural 
island In the heart of the Hice 
tract, that would be Isolated were 
It not for bridges. 
Resacas, which sprawl ovar the 


entire section, form a continuous 
water channel to enclose an area 
of some 40 to 60 acres. 


J VALLEY Experiment Station
